Theſe kinde ot people abant an hundzed peares agor, a- 
bout the twentith yeare of Bing Henry the eight, began 
to gather an head, at tbe firſt deere about the Doufberne 
parts, and this (as Jam into: med) and as 1 cangather, 
was their beginning. 

Certaine Egiptians banithed their cuntry (belike not 
foz their god condifions) arived heere in England, whs 
being excelient in quaint trickes and deniſes, not known 
heere at that time among us, were effgemed and had in 

great admirat ion, foz what with Crangeneſſe of their at 
tire and garments, together with their leights and leger- 
domaines, they were ſpoke of farreand-nere, {nſomanch 
that wany of our Engliſh loyterors'iopned-with them, 
and in time learned their eraft and coſening. The ſpeach 
which they died was the right Egiptian language, with 
whomeour Enghſhmen connerfing with, at laſt learned 
their language. Chele people continning about thecuntry 

faſhion, p2acifing theirtoſening 


in this artoffaſtand joſe, 
and legerdemains, purchaſed fo themſeines great crevit 
among the cuntry people, and got much by Palmiftry, 
and telling of foztunes : inſomuch they pittifully colonen 
the pooze cantry girles; both of mony, Auer ſpanes, and 
the bell of their apparrell,9z any good thing they could 
make, onelp to hears their fa tune s.

themſelnes ty their apparrell,ſpeach, oa other behaniours 
line vnto ©gipttans, and lo ſhall continus, oither at one oz 
ſruerall times, by the ſpace ofa month, they ſhould be ad- 
tudgod telle, not aa theirbooke oz Clergp.. Theſs 
Aas and Dtratutes wow put foath, and com to theic hea- 
ring, they deuiee their bands and companies into diners 
parts of the Realme-fozyoon muſt imayine and know that 
they had aboue two hundyzedvrongues and dagabonds in a 
Reghnent : and although they went not altogether, yet 
would the nof de aboue to oꝛ tho miles one ſrom the 
other,and now they darenomoze be kyowne by the name 
ofCgiptians, naa tabs aa other name vpon them then 
poo2e people.

Pour leates and trickes then muſt bonimbly, cleanly, 
and ſwiftly done, and conue pes ſo as the eres of the be- 
dolders may not dilcerne oꝛ perceane the tricke; fo it pon 
be abungler, you both ſhame pom feiſe, and make the 
Art pou goe about to be percoaned and knowne, and ſo 
bꝛing it into dtfcredie. | 
Wherefoze dſe and exorcife makes a man rend. Vius 
promptos facit, and by that meauss pour feats being 
cunningly handled, pou ſhall deceaue both the eye, the 
dand, and the eare: foz often times it willfall out in this 
arte, and deutſes Deceptio viſus, Deceptio tactus, et De- 
ceptio Audituus. .

To vnfeld peu the miſtery hereof, ſo it isthat the poze 
pigeon was beloꝛe in the hands of the I ugler,ints whom 
de had thzuſt a dꝛamme of Nux vomica , oz (ome other 
ſuch poyſon, which to the nature ol the Bird was ſo ex · 
treame a popſon, as after the receit thereof, it could not 
live aboue the ſpace of halfe an honre, and being lei looſe 
aſter the medicine miniſtred, the alwaies refoztethto the
